‘Washington, April 6.—The house, after 
four days of debate, today passed the sub- 
stitute for the senate bill providing for a 
territorial form of government for Hawail. 
The bill now goes to conference. The 
most interesting feature of the day's pro- 
ceedings was the attempt of Mr. Hill, of 
Connectiout, to secure the adoption of 
two amendments, one providing for a 
resident commissioner instead of a dele- 
gate in congress, and the other declaring 
that notnhirg in the act should be inter- 
preted as a pledge of statehood. Both 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Newlands, 
of Nevada, was agreed to directing the 
surveyor general to report to the depart- 
ment of labor annually the number of 
holders of land of less than one hundred 
acres. 

The section giving the legislature of 
Hawali power to impeach the judges of 
the séveral ccurts was stricken out. 

Mr. Hull, of Connecticut, then offered 
his amendment giving Hawali a resident 
commissioner in Washington. Mr, Hill op- 
posed anything that squinted at the possi- 
ble formation of a future state out of the 
islands. He said there were few members 
of congress who looked forward to the 
admission of Hawali as a state. He had 
voted for annexation under the distinct 
impression that nothing of the kind would 
ever be contempiated. Yet here Hawail 
was blossoming into a full-fledge) terri- 
tory.

London, April 6.—Lord Roberts 
reports that five companies of Brit- 
ish troops have been captured by the 
Boers near Bethany. 


ROBERTS REPORTS CAPTURE | 


Commander Sends Out Relief, but It 
Comes Too Late. 
London, April 6.—The following is the | 
text of Lord Roberts’s dispatch to the | 
war office announcing the capture of five | 
companies of his own troops: 
“Bloemfontein, Thursday, April 5.—An- 
other unfortunate occurrence has oc- 
curred, resulting, I fear, in the capture of 
a party of infantry consisting of three 
companies of the Royal Irish Fusilfers 
and two companies of the Ninth regiment 
ef mounted infantry near Reddersburg, a 
little eastward of Bethany railway sta- 
tion, within a -few miles of this place. 
They were surrounded by a_ stronger 
force of the enemy with fuur or five guns. 
The detachment held out from noon April 
3d, until April 4th at 9 a, m., and then, ap- 
parently, surrendered, for it is reported 
that the firing ceased at that time. Im- 
mediately after I heard the news, during 
the afternoon of April 3d, I ordered Gat- 
acre to proceed to Reddersburg from 
Springfontein, his present headquarters, 
with all possible speed and I dispatched 
the Cameron Highlanders hence to Beth- 
any. He arrived at Reddersbyrg at 10:30 
o'clock yesterday morning without opposi- 
tion, but could get no news of the missing 
detachment. There can be no doubt the 
whole party has been made prisoners.”’

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DIFFICULTIES ARE REALIZED. 


Loss of Troops at Reddersburg Has 
Depressed England. 

London, April 7, 4:30 a. m.—Not a wora 
regarding the Gisaster at Reddersburg has 
been allowed to come through except the 
dispatch of Lord Roberts. It is therefore 
impossible to form any notion as to what 
has happened. Meanwhile the British pub- 
lic {is beginning to realize the immense dif- 
ficulties to be overcome even before Pre- 
toria is reached, and is reviving prema- 
ture ideas with respect to the time when 
the war will be over. No one believes now 
that it will have ended by «the beginning 
of June. 

The latest disaster more particularly Ii!- 
lustrates 'the heavy task involved in hold- 
ing the railway. This body of some 5 
British troops without guns, which dis- 
appeared so completely within thirty-five 
miles of the great British army, had for 
it; business to guard a section of nearly 
ninety miles of railroad between Bloem- 
fontein and Springfontein. If it coulda 
thus be spirited away, how is Lord Rob- 
erts to ensure his continually extending 
communications? 

Other pertinent questions are being ask- 
ed as a result of these successive “unfor- 
tunate occurrences.” The foremost is, why 
do not the British troops intrench? It fs 
argued that if this had been done even 
5 men might have held out until re-en- 
forcements arrived. It cannot be concealed

Says the Atlanta Men Were Evident- 
ly Misinformed

AS TO THEIR BID BEING THE LOWEST 


Gives List of Bidders and Amounts 
for Which They Proposed 
To Work.

Washington, April 6.—(Special.)—At- 
torney General Griggs Has written Messrs. 
Miles & Bradt. of Atlanta, in reply to the 
objections which they have raised to the 
award of the contract of the new prison 
building, or rather to the award which it 
is expected will be made as sodn as the 
necessary legislation making it possible is 
secured. 

It will. be recalled that the Atlanta con- 
tractors wrote the attorney general 
claiming that from the best information 
they were able to receive their bid was 
“low” on at least four sections of the 
specifications, and they urged that they 
were entitled to the contract for those 
parts. They further set forth in their 
letter to the attorney general that by ac- 
cepting their bid on these four sections 
and combining them with the lowest bids 
on the remaining sections there would be 
a saving to the government of $29,000. In 
other words that the total under this 
arrangements would be $29,000 less than 
the lowest bid as a whole. 

The Atlanta contractors seemed to be 
under the impression that because bids 
were asked on different branches of the 
work it was the purpose of the govern- 
ment ‘to let the contract to as Many as 
seven different parties if some one bid- 
der was “low’’ on each of the geven sec- 
tions. 

When Colonel Livingston received the 
first letter from Miles & Bradt, he pre- 
sented the matter to the officials of the 
department of justice and was shown the 
terms under which the bids were received 
and was informed on the line. suggested 
by the Atalnta contractors. Colonel Liv- 
ingston hag done everything possible for 
the Atlanta& bidders, but as the statement 
of the attorney general shows there is no 
chance of any change. 

Ihe Livingston concurrent 
consolidating the various funds went over 
to the senate today, and Senator Clay 
will take charge of it there. It will prob- 
ably be put through that body tomorrow 
and after that. the formal contract will be 
let to the lowest bidders on the work 
Griffiths & Wells. 

The Attorney General’s Reply. 

The attorney general replies at length 
to these letters. He includes in his letter 
the paragraph in the specifications with 
which bidders were furnished in which it 
was specifically stated “it is the intention 
of the government to let the entire work 
involved in the seven sections to one con- 
tractor or to a single firm of contractors.” 
General Griggs points out that the At- 
lanta contractors have evidently been 
misinformed as to their bid being the low-

Rev. Alfred Young, the noted Catholic 
priest who died-in New York several days 
ago, was widely connected in Georgia, 
one of his relatives being the late Ed- 
ward Young, editor of The Greensboro 
Herald. Father Young, besides being the 
founder of the Paulist community, was 
also the author of many important™books 
on Roman Catholicism and church music: 
and no wearer of the sacred mantle stood 
higher in the esteem of the Catholic pop- 
ulation of the United States. 

Rev. Alfred Young was born in Bristol, 
England, January 21, 1831. When seven 
years old he was brought to this country 
by his parents. He was graduated from 


Princeton university in 1848 and entered — 


the medical department of the University 
of New York. From there he was grad- 
uated in 1852. He then began the practice 
of his profession. But a year later he be- 
came a convert to Roman Catholicism 
and entered the Seminary of St. Sulpice, 
Paris, abandoning his profession to enter 
the priesthood. He was ordained a priest 
August 24, 1856, and became the vice pres- 
ident of Seton Hall college, holding that 
office for a year. He was rector of the 
Roman Catholic church at Princeton, N. 
J., and later in charge of one in Trenton. 
In 1861 he resigned and helped to found 
the Paulist Fathers’ church. He was a 
missionary of zeal and eloquence, and the 
composer of many devotional hymns of 
great beauty. He was enthusiastic in re- 
newing the custom of congregational 
singing, as well as in restoring the an- 
cient Gregorian chant to the liturgfcal 
service of the church. 

His name was prominently identified 
with the reformation of Catholie church 
music in the United States, especial’y tu 
the abolition of the concert style of sins- 
ing and the use of modern musical mass*- 
es and vespers. His greatest work was 
“The Catholic and Protestant Countries 
Compared,’’ which has had an enormous 
circulation and has run through many 
editions.

Report of the Last Quarter Prepared 
by Commission Yesterday 


SYSTEM WENT ON TRIAL IN APRIL 


The Amount of Hire for Last Quar- 
ter Is in Excess of That for 
Any Previous Quarter of 
the Year—Commigsion- 
ers Satisfied. 


— 


The year which was asked for the trial 
of tne new convict lease system in the 
state caire to a close April Ist, and the 
report of the last quarter of the amount 
received for ccnvict hire was prepared 
at the office of the prison commission yes- 
terday. 

The report of the: year shows that the 
new system has brought into the treas- 
ury $200,389.15, not including a clear profit 
of $5,000 on the prison farm at Milledge- 
ville. Of this amount $120,000 was appro- 
priated to meet the expenses of the de- 
partment, although not all of this appro- 
priation is reeded, leaving at the lowest 
figure a profit to the state of $85,000 in a 
year as a result of its experiment. 

Under the old lease system by which 
the state practically sold the convicts, 
labor and all, to the tessees, the annual 
profit amounted to $10,000 and seldom ex- 
ceeded $12,000. 

The close of the year for the new sys- 
tem is a matter of gratification to tne 
members of the prison commission, who 
with numerous disadvantages to face, 
have tried to make the best showing pos- 
sible. The experiment is taken to mean 
by all that the new lease system has 
come to stay not only because it has 
proved a source of greater profit than the 
old system, but because it is more humane 
toward the convicts. 

As is well known, the system which 
went on trial last April, took.the actual 
control of the convicts out of the hands 
of the lessees, the state retaining this 
control by’ the employment of guards not 
under the direction of the lessees only in 
a business way. The men are clothed and 
fed by the state and all the lessees have 
to do is to point out the work for the 
corvicts to engage in. 

Report of Last Quarter. 

The report of the commission for the 
last quarter which was forwarded to 
Comptroller General Wright yesterday, 
shows the omount due the state for that 
quarter from the corffict lessees. The 
amcunt is $50,277.40 or $150 in excess of the 
emount for the quarter just previous and 
$60 in excess of the amount for the quar- 
ter ending October, 18%.

Mayor Holds That Streets May Be 
Torn Up for Three Blocks. 


500-FEET LAW DOESN’T HOLD 


Many Protests Against Dust and 
Holes Have Been Received—Per- 
mits To Be Issued by Board. 


Mayor Woodward has announced a de- 
cision in regard to the tearing up of the 
main thoroughfares of ‘the city for the 
laying of conduits, which, though in con- 
flict with an ordinance, will] greatly facil- 
itate the work and enable the companies 
to put the streets in proper condition in 


| &@ very short time. In other words, the 


mayor is tired of so much dust and so 


, Mahy holes in the ground, especially tir- 


ed of the former in March weather, and 
he is doing what he can to have the 
work completed’ as soon as possible. 
In the past, following section 1281 of 
the code, which limits the distance along 
which excavations can be made in the 
Streets, only 500 feet would be torn up at 
one time. The decision of the mayor gives 
the concern laying the electric conduits 


_ the right to tear up the stones and make 


excavations along three blocks at a timee 
or almost three times the distance pre- 
scribed ff™ the city code, In this way 
the conduits can be laid twice as fast as 
they have been laid formerly, as the men 
making excavations can remain at their 
work continually. While one block ts 


being filled in work is progressing on 


another and on the third the excavations 
are just beginning. 

Within the past few days a great many 
protests have been lodged with the city 
executive against the condition of the 
streets and the difficulty of working 
through a blast of dry mud. The only 
remedy for this condition of things is the 
guarantee that it will be through with at 
the earliest possible moment and in order 
to make this guarantee it was necessary 
to overlook section 1281 of the code or 
rather hold that the sectfon in question 
did not apply in the present case. 

It will be: well to remember that soon 
after the present work on the streets has 
been completed, the conduits of another 
company are to be laid and though the 
March winds will have ceased to blow by 
that time, the decision which admits of 
work on three blocks at once may be re- 
garded in the Nght of a blessing never- 
theless. 

As announced in The Constitution otf 
yesterday the permits for electrical con- 


duits alone will be issued in future by| 


the board of electrical control and not 
by the commissioner of public works, 
Commissioner Wylie, in the performance 
of his duties under the law, 
issue any more permits for excavations 
along more than 500 feet of any street at 
any one time. The permission to secure 
permits for greater distances may bé 
given by ‘the mayor and this has already 
been done.

“If Miss Wilkins had made as careful a 
study of the modern woman in politics 
as she has of the New England woman in 
family life, sne would know that the ad- 
vent of woman in politics bas resulted in 
an utter revolution in the character of 
polling places. 

“The Australian ballot system has made 
it possible for polling booths to be quiet 
and orderly, and the fact that women are 
voters has resulted in cleaning the booths 
and a full enforcement of the law. 

“Although there are scme women in the 
voting states who do not value the suf- 
frage, yet no one of them has been heard 
to sav that she found it objectionable to 
go to the polls, 

“Miss Wilkins’s. position is one of su- 
preme selfishvess, which she undoubtedly 
fails to perceive. She has all the rights 
che wants: therefore, other women should 
have no mcre rights than she has. 

“Her gift is for writing stories, and this 
she does mcst admirably; but, fortunately, 
mest women do not have this eift. If 
they had, Miss Wilkins v.ould not be en- 
joying the popularity which is hers, for 
‘he world would ‘be ficoded with good 
stories. 

“It so happens that many women are 
‘or improving pub- 
Their education and inlieri- 
tance is along this line. and yet if Miss 
Wilkins’s theories are to be carried oui 
the woman who is endowed by nature 
with one kind of gift shall be permitted 
te increase and improve it by use, but a 
woman who is endowed with another kind 
of gift shall be compelled to hide it under 
a bushel. The doctrine of the woman suf- 
tragist® is to give perfect freedom to all 
claeses of mind and talent to develop to 
the uttermcst.

They also advecate thai civil service em- 
plovees, those who perform their duty as 
voters, shall be entitled to a slight ad- 
dition to their ratings, and third, that it 
be made prerequisite to the granting of a 
ligense that the grantee mu&t have voted 
at the previous election.”

French Circles. 4 


As the date comes nearer for the open- 
ing of the Paris exposition teachers of 
French are becoming more and more 
crowded for time by the increasing num- 
ber of people who demand oO be taught 
the language in a few weeks and expect 
to gain in that time as much knowledge 
as wil] enable them to indulge in fluent 
small talk and to enjoy the comfort that 
comes from acquaintance With the lan- 
guage of the foreign country which they 
intend visiting. While even a phenome- 
nal teacher could confer only a limited 
amount of information upon a pupil who 
begins his studies this late in the day. 
this smail knowledge, however, will be 
eminently useful and its value is not to 
be underestimated. Several Atlanta stu- 
dents, too, have Made wonderful progress 
during the winter months, and there is 
no doubt that they will be well fitted -to 
pass by many occasions that would be 
embarrgssing obstacles to Americans in 
France ignorant of the country’s lan- 
guage. 

In the general desire 
people who entertain any hope ef going 
abroad this summer to learn the lan- 
guage numerous French circles have been 
formed and such organizations of longer 
standing have greatly increased in mem- 
bership because, their unmistakable bene- 
fit in generating fluency and confidence of 
speech is universally recognized. 

These circles become social 
of most delightful character; in fact, 
they are. almost the only medium that 
now among thinking and reading 
people fo* the discussion of arts, the 
drama, liierature, etc. In these days 
when entertain they invite their 
gruests +o work: seat them ata ecard 
table fo ie evening, or keep their hands 
anil minds otherwise so occupied in one 
rursuit thet there is no opor unity for 
interchange of ideas about live subjects, 
or themes of constant interest. Conse- 
qnently a large element of people, espe- 
cially young men and women, nave for- 
gotten how to talk. They have either lost 
their conversational powers through lack 
of using them, or they never learned to 
talk. but spent their early days of edu- 
cation in learning how to play cards, etc. 

The temporarily deep interes: that is 
being generally conceded the study of 
French, giving rise to these many social 
circles, has caused some discussion about 
their secondary results, the primary con- 
sequence being the widespread increase in 
knowledge of the language and the liter- 
ature.
